Attempted murder 
charges likely after 
Alberta shootout 


Alleged gunman 
hospitalized. Two 
Mounties injured while 
responding to possible 
murder threat 


The RCMP says a man who 
was wounded in a shootout 
with Mounties on a farm east 
of Edmonton will likely face 
attempted murder and fire¬ 
arms charges. 

One officer had his arm 
grazed by a bullet and another 
was injured when he was run 
over by a truck driven by the 
suspect, who had been hiding 
in a shed. 

RCMP Chief Supt. Randy 
McGinnis said it would be 
wrong for people to compare 
what happened Monday night 
to the 2005 ambush near May- 
erthorpe, Alta., where four 
Mounties were gunned down 
by a man hiding in a Quonset 


hut on a rural farm. 

“We weren’t protecting a 
scene. We weren’t waiting for 
other members to come to 
examine a scene, to seize other 
items like ... in Mayerthorpe,” 
McGinnis said Tuesday 

“I have heard that we should 
have had our emergency re¬ 
sponse team there when we 
first went.... If we went with 
an emergency response team 
to eveiy potential witness that 
we wanted to interview, I think 
that we would be criticized for 
being a militaiy state rather

than a police force.” 

The officer who was run 
over suffered broken bones and 
internal injuries and was under¬ 
going surgeiy at an Edmonton 
hospital Tuesday afternoon. 

The alleged gunman was in 
hospital being treated for gun¬ 
shot wounds. 

McGinnis said it all started 
when RCMP got a call Monday 
afternoon complaining that a 
man had threatened to go to 
a farmhouse with a handgun 
and kill someone. Police then 
received a call from someone in 
the area between the commun¬ 
ities of Tofield and Vegreville 
who reported the theft of two 
shotguns and a rifle. 

Five Mounties approached 
a farm, with two officers stay¬ 
ing at a distance as three others 
went to the house. The officers 
spotted the suspect’s truck. 
When two of the Mounties 
looked inside, they found the 
suspect hiding there and a fight

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Water main break 


Tenantsevacuated 
from apartment 
building 

Four tenants of an Edmon¬ 
ton apartment building 
on 117th Street are being 
helped by the Alberta Red 
Cross after the building’s 
main water pipe burst early 
Tuesday morning, accord¬ 
ing to a city spokesperson. 

Edmonton Fire Services 
were called to the building 
at the comer of 117th 
Street and 107th Avenue 
after 5 a.m., which was 
shortly after the main 
water pipe burst. City of 
Edmonton officials say the 
leak caused severe damage 
to the first-floor apart¬ 
ments, leaving about two 
inches of water. 

“The suites that were on 
the same side of the pipe 
suffered more extensive 
damage than those that 
were on the opposite side, 
but there was water on 
the entire main floor of 
the building,” said Laura 
Ruddock, fire services 
spokesperson. 

The Alberta Red Cross 
will provide the residents 
with accommodation and 
clothing for up to 72 hours. 

“Typically we’re deal¬ 
ing with house fires, but 
if there’s a need in the 
community for people 
who have been affected by 
personal disaster, no matter 
what it is, we’ll make sure 
they’re being helped,” said 
Calli Forbes, communica¬ 
tions co-ordinator for the 
Red Cross in Alberta. 

Other suites in the 
apartment building weren’t 
evacuated, but officials are 
still investigating to see if 
any further action needs to 
be taken. City spolcespeople 
say this time of year is com¬ 
mon for water main breaks 
due to colder temperatures.

Waiting for the shot 


The flu. Metro reporter 
gets a first-hand look 
at what it takes to get 
vaccinated in Edmonton

It took more than three hours 
Tuesday night for me to get my 
veiy first flu shot. 

Along with a gaggle of fellow 
Edmontonians, I patiently wait¬ 
ed in line at the Rutherford 
Health Centre, quietly shuffling 


along through the hallways and 
up the stairs of the south-side 
clinic for my chance to get a 
quick needle in the arm. 

People young and old have 
been lining up for the influenza 
vaccination. Recent figures re¬ 
vealed 500 cases of influenza in 
the city — 455 of them being 
H1N1. 

“Virtually all of the influ¬ 
enza we are seeing in the prov¬ 
ince this year is H1N1,” said Al¬ 
berta’s chief medical officer Dr. 
James Talbot on Monday. 

With nine people confirmed 
dead in Alberta due to the flu, 
pharmacies have struggled to 
keep up their supply of vac¬ 


cines, forcing people to head to 
special clinics set up by AHS. 

Fellow Rutherford flu-shot 
patron Michele Saul spent the 
better part of three hours wait¬ 
ing for a shot for herself and 
her son. 

“I’m getting sucked into it,” 
she said about the recent rush 
to get a flu shot. “I’m scared and 
I don’t want anything to hap¬ 
pen to my children.” 

Hundreds of others like Saul 
spent their Tuesday night in a 
line at the clinic, tiding hungiy 
mouths over with snacks from 
Cobs Bread and Tim Hortons — 
all just waiting for the shot. 

With 400 doses of the nasal

Odds are you did, 
says a recent report. 

Half of Canadians say 
they spend close to 
90% of their free time 
staring at a TV, tablet 
or smartphone 


Canadian smartphone 

owners estimate they spend 
an average of nearly 90 per 
cent of their free time staring 
at one of the many screens 
they own, suggests a recently 
released report. 

In an online poll of 28,000 
Canadians — conducted in 
August by Ipsos on behalf of 
Google — half the respond¬ 
ents said they owned a smart¬ 
phone. Of the smartphone 
users, 99 per cent also had 
a computer, 88 per cent had 
a TV, and 39 per cent had a 
tablet. 


Smartphone owners 
admitted that they’d peg 
their screen time, including 
watching TV, using a com¬ 
puter, tablet or e-reader at 


about 86 per cent of their 
free time. 

On the flip side, they fig¬ 
ured they spent only 14 per 
cent of their leisure time 


daily listening to the radio, 
reading a printed page or 
enjoying other non-digital 
activities. 

On average, smartphone 
owners said they spent about 
an hour and a half each day 
on their phone for personal 
use, with about 56 per cent 
happening outside the home. 

Tablet owners said they 
were using their device for 
about an hour and 15 min¬ 
utes daily, and three-quarters 
of that usage was at home. 

Computer users said they 
spent three hours and 10 
minutes working or playing 
on a PC daily in their person¬ 
al time, including an hour 
away from home. 

When asked about using 
their devices simultaneously 
— for example, swiping and 
tapping on a phone or tablet 
while watching TV — 87 per 
cent said they do it at least 
once a week.

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Life-threatening polar freeze 
descends over parts of U.S. 


Indiana. At least 
15,000 people were 
without power 
early Tuesday 


Brutal cold settled over parts 
of the U.S., sending the mer- 
cuiy plummeting Tuesday 
from New York and Washing¬ 
ton to Atlanta, Nashville and 
Birmingham, where many 
people have little experience 
dealing with freezing weath¬ 
er. 

The morning weather map 
for the eastern half of the U.S. 
looked like an algebra work¬ 
sheet: lots of small, negative 
numbers. In fact, the Midwest 
and the East were colder than 
much of Antarctica. 

Georgia, where the tem¬ 
perature dropped into the 
single digits, was colder than 
many cities in Alaska. While 


Kodiak and Juneau registered 
4 C and Anchorage was at 
-2 C, Atlanta dipped to -14 C 
early in the morning, or nearly 
17 C below the average low 
this time of year. 

“This is severely cold for 
these parts,” said Brian Lynn, 
a National Weather Service 
meteorologist in Peachtree 
City, Ga. 

Farther south in Pensac¬ 
ola, Fla., a Gulf Coast city bet¬ 
ter known for its white sand 
beaches than frost, streets 
normally filled with joggers, 
bikers and people walking 
dogs were deserted early 
Tuesday as the morning re¬ 
mained in the negative teens. 
Downtown, Monica Ander¬ 
son jumped up and down 
and blew on her hands while 
waiting for a bus, struggling 
to stay warm. “I’m not used to 
it. It is best just to stay inside 
until it gets better,” said An¬ 
derson.

The Taliban denied Tues¬ 
day that they dispatched a 
10-year-old girl to carry out a 
suicide attack against Afghan 
police, a day after the girl 
said her brother wrapped her 
in an explosives-paclced vest 
but that she refused to blow 
herself up at a checkpoint in 
Helmand province. 

Border police in the south¬ 
ern Afghan province arrested 
the girl’s father, Abdul Ghfar, 
and were searching for the 
brother, a police commander 
said. The girl, who was de¬ 
tained Monday and identified 
herself only as Spozhmai, said 
her brother is a Taliban com-

mander. 

Addressing television cam¬ 
eras on Monday, she said her 
brother, Zahir, told her to ap¬ 
proach a checkpoint and ask 
the deputy commander for a 
ride with him to neighbour¬ 
ing Kunar province. 

“I agreed, then he attached 
the vest on my body and told 
me to spend the night here 
and leave in the morning,” 
she said. 

But after she and her 
brother spent the night 
somewhere, she said she had 
second thoughts. 

“I said I won’t go, then he 
took off the vest and tried to 
convince me that they (po¬ 
lice) will die and I will remain 
alive,” Spozhmai said. She 
said her brother then fled 
with the vest. 

“There have been very few 
documented cases of girls be¬ 
ing involved in suicide bomb 
attacks,” Heather Barr, Af¬ 
ghanistan senior researcher 
at Human Rights Watch, said. 

According to Human 
Rights Watch, an eight-year- 
old girl was killed in central 
Uruzgan province in 2011 
when a bag of explosives 
the Taliban instructed her to 
cariy to a police checkpoint 
detonated.

Cocaine haul sent 
to supermarkets 

Police in Germany seized a 
large haul of cocaine after 
smugglers apparently made 
a mistake that sent the drug 
to supermarkets. 

Workers at five stores 
in and around Berlin were 
surprised to find cocaine 
packed into crates of ba¬ 
nanas on Monday — a total 
of 140 kilograms. 


The head of Berlin’s anti¬ 
drugs squad said Tuesday 
the crates had come from 
Colombia via the Ger¬ 
man port of Hamburg and 
the discoveiy was “pure 
chance.” German news 
agency dpa quoted Olaf 
Schremm as saying that the 
smugglers had probably 
made “a logistical mistake.” 

It’s estimated the drugs 
would have had a street 
value of $8.2 million US.

The chemicals removed 
Tuesday will eventually be 
transferred to a U.S. ship, 
the Cape Ray, which has 
been fitted with special 
machineiy, and destroyed 
on board.

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Sears pecks Canada Goose back over lawsuit 


Statement of defence. 

Feathers are flying as 
companies hiss at each 
other over allegations of

Canada Goose is trying to 
“bully” Sears Canada Inc. and 
other retailers through litiga¬ 
tion, Sears is alleging in court 


documents as it hits back at 
a trademark infringement 
lawsuit. 

The parka maker’s real 
motive is to curtail the sales 
of lower-priced winter jack¬ 
ets so Canada Goose can keep 
selling its products “at a huge 
mark up,” Sears alleges. 

Canada Goose alleges in 
a lawsuit filed late last year 
that Sears is selling knockoffs 
of its highly distinctive coats. 


The department store has 
now filed its statement of de¬ 
fence in Federal Court and is 
taking direct aim not just at 
this particular lawsuit, but 
what the retailer calls Canada 
Goose’s “campaign of intimi¬ 
dation.” 

Canada Goose is tiying to 
claim the exclusive right to 
sell any winter coat with a fur 
collar “of any sort” or with 
a circular logo on its sleeve, 


Sears alleges in its statement 
of defence. 

Neither Sears’ nor Canada 
Goose’s allegations have been 
proven in court. 

Canada Goose alleges that 
Sears is intentionally tiying 
to mislead consumers into be¬ 
lieving they’re buying a “low¬ 
er-end” Canada Goose jacket, 
the parka maker alleges in its 
lawsuit.

In its most basic form, it’s a 
soundtrack that simulates 
the engine both inside the car 
and for people on the outside 
through speakers. 

QNX sales and marketing 
vice-president Derek Kuhn 
said the sound simulator in 
the Kia is aimed at drivers 
who want a car that is better 


for the environment but still 
maintains a sporty feel. In 
electric cars, the sound can 
also help prevent accidents 
with pedestrians who don’t 
hear the engine. 

For automakers, it’s crucial 
to get a vehicle’s sound right, 
Kuhn said. The challenge is 
that eveiy automaker wants a 
different sound, and the purr 
— or roar — of an engine can 
be as much an act of branding 
as it’s an exercise in authenti¬ 
city.

You have to feel sorry for Michael Bay. 

Not because he’s the director of epic 
Hollywood stinkers such as the Transform¬ 
ers movies and classic clunkers such as 
Pearl Harbour and Bad Boys II. 

No, we have to send Michael a hug be¬ 
cause he has suffered through the worst ex¬ 
perience ever. There he was at the giant 
Consumer Electronics Show in Vegas on 
Monday, presenting on behalf of the 
105-inch, curved-screen TV from Samsung, 
when he lost his place on the teleprompter 
and couldn’t find it again. 

After stammering and shuffling for the 
world’s longest minute, he walked off the 
stage, leaving the Samsung guy holding the 
bag. 

An ignominious retreat for the whiz kid who learned at 
the knees of George Lucas and Steven Spielberg to become 
one of the richest Masters of Tinsel Town, worth more 


than $400 million, according to Celebrity 
Net Worth. 

The other reason we should feel sorry for 
Michael Bay is that nobody else is. Going 
mute at the world’s foremost consumer 
electronics show is bad enough, but the 
peanut gallery is howling with delight. 

Someone said he only did what so many 
before him have wanted to do: walk out of a 
Michael Bay production. Someone else ob¬ 
served that it was the first time he seemed 
uncomfortable without a script. 

Whoa. Tough crowd. 

And that’s going to make it tougher for 
the 75 per cent of us who fear public speak¬ 
ing more than death itself. Yes, that’s true. 
Glossophobia, as the fear of public speaking is called, is 
the No. 1 phobia, beating out the fear of death, and No. 3, 
fear of spiders. Jerry Seinfeld once observed that at a fu¬ 
neral, most of us would rather be in the casket instead of 


giving the eulogy. 

Even if it’s just standing in front of the class to spell 
glossophobia, most of us would rather die. My first real 
bout with stage fright happened in Grade 8, when I was re¬ 
quired to stand in front of a packed school gym and play 
Moon River on the trombone. Somehow I got through the 
whole thing even though the sheet music kept slipping off 
the stand. But I kept thinking: there are two people in the 
audience who actually want to hear this, and I’m only sure 
about one of them (my mother). 

No word on whether Michael Bay’s mother was in the 
audience at CES, but it’s a good idea for the jackals to re¬ 
member that he has one, and she must be suffering agon¬ 
ies for her boy. For the sake of his mother, get off his case. 

And if that doesn’t move you to sympathy, you can at 
least learn from this ghastly experience. The next time 
you have to stand in front of an audience, before you go on, 
remember what happened to Michael Bay. 

If that doesn’t cause you to break into a flop sweat, 
nothing will.

Garage-rock duo push 
for a bigger audience 
with latest album 


Vancouver garage-rock duo 
the Pack A.D. finally cleaved 
their way onto Canadian air¬ 
waves with 201 l’s Unpersons, 
a record that strayed far from 
the skeletal hard blues that 
marked their early work. 

With Do Not Engage — out 
Jan. 28 — the band is pushing 
its newfound tunefulness even 
further, and the duo is blunt 
when asked to describe the 
shift in sound. 

“Now our songs have 
things like choruses,” said 
drummer Maya Miller during 
a recent chat in Toronto. “They 
never used to. Truthfully, they 
do have more melodies now.” 

Shedding their nascent 
primal-blues leanings almost 
completely, the Pack A.D. here 
channel the melodic fuzz of 
’90s post-grunge and lo-fi for 
a concise set of 11 songs that 
recall a range of influences 
including the Breeders, the 
Grifters and Superchunk. 

There’s still variety within 
that framework. “There’s no 
real consistency but I kind of 
like that,” singer Becky Black 
muses, but the common 
thread is a new accessibility. 

And that pop craft arrived 
at a fortuitous time for the 
band, seemingly perched on 
the cusp of a breakthrough. 

Since Unpersons came out, 
they became Juno Award nom¬ 
inees for breakthrough group 
(natch), signed with Nettwerlc 
Records — such a sufficiently 
large label that Black marvels 


“there’s a lot more people to 
remember” — and whisked 
their undomesticated five 
show across some larger 
stages, including a gig last 
month opening for the Arctic 
Monkeys. 

Miller and Black acknow¬ 
ledge that a desire to capital¬ 
ize on such opportunities did 
influence their songwriting. 

“I think it obviously played 
a part in coming up with this 
album,” Miller said. 

“I also think people now 
can dance to our new album,” 
she added. “I think it’s been 
harder to dance to our music 
in the past. We used to have 
less opportunity for that. It 
was veiy odd music. It didn’t 
really go anywhere. So maybe

it’s going somewhere.” 

If it sounds as though the 
pair is unhappy with their ear¬ 
nest work — 2008’s Tintype 
and Funeral Mixtape — well, 
that’s pretty accurate. 

Those elemental record¬ 
ings helped the duo gather a 
following, but they’re not rep¬ 
resentative of where the group 
is at now. 

“For me, I tried to think 
we didn’t do those first two 


albums,” Miller said. “Not in a 
really bad way, but it just feels 
like I don’t even understand 
what we were doing then.” 

“I guess you have to look 
at it positively though,” Black 
interjects. “The only reason 
the albums are better now is 
because they were bad in the 
beginning.” 

And that dissatisfaction 
pushed them to where they 
are now. the Canadian press

After not releasing any new 
music for more than 20 years, 
the Pixies dropped EP1 in 
2013 with veiy little lead-up 
time. The band did it again 
last Friday with EP2, four rock¬ 
ing new songs from the same 
sessions that yielded EP1, pro¬ 
duced by Gil Norton. 

Singer Black Francis says 
that doing a “sneak attack” re¬ 
lease seems like the most logic¬ 
al way to put out music in the 
ever-changing digital era, an 
era that finds the Pixies facing 
a lot of internal adjustments as 
well. He says the events of the 
past year have functioned in 
essence to “change our whole 
paradigm, basically.” 

Founding bassist Kim Deal 
quit the band earlier in 2013, 
and the remaining members 
sacked replacement Kim Shat- 
tuclc this fall. The Pixies singer 
says he was surprised with 
how newsworthy the splits 
with both Kims were. 

In conversation, the man 
who came to prominence for 
cryptic lyrics that went from 
whispers to shouts within 
seconds of each other, can go 
from jovial to frustrated in just 
as little time. What sometimes 


reads as harsh is often tem¬ 
pered by a laugh, yet he seem 
quite steadfast in his opinions. 

What was behind your idea 
to release your first new 
music in 20 years without 
any announcements leading 
up to it? 

I suppose it has to do with the 
digital distribution of music, 
more than anything, and the 
digital distribution of news 
and publicity statements, 
for that matter. Eveiything 
happens quickly and you 
don’t need a record company. 
You don’t even really need a 
publicist! That doesn’t mean 


that you don’t use these kinds 
of people, but you can do 
eveiything from your iPhone, 
in theory. 

When you release announce¬ 
ments like that one and 
when you released EPi, did 
you keep pressing "refresh” 
on your Internet browser 
all day to see what kind of 
impact you were making? 

Not me, personally. I don’t 
think anyone in the band 
watches this from a business 
point of view, in terms of the 
things that you could monitor. 
We know that our manager 
monitors all of these kinds of 


things and what he’s able to 
put into a nice, concise email, 
he’ll put it in and say: “So, you 
know that release thing that 
we did a while ago? Here’s 
what happened: You sold five 
copies in Egypt, 100 copies 
in Canada, 500 copies in the 
U.S A” and he’ll give us the 
whole breakdown. 

As far as musicians are con¬ 
cerned, we’re pretty content 
to see what the buzz is, based 
on what our Twitter feed 
looks like, or whatever feed 
the various band members are 
tuned into. That’s my particu¬ 
lar preference, Twitter. I don’t 
have any use for the Faceboolc 


thing. I participated in that for 
some years, but I just found at 
the end of the day it was too 
annoying. So I got rid of my 
Faceboolc account. 

I’ve heard EP2 now and it 
does seem like the original 
intention was to do a full 
length album when you 
guys recorded both of these 
EPs, because they definitely 
sound like birds of a feather 
Yeah. I mean, it’s a season’s 
worth of music. You go into 
the studio for a couple of 
months and you make a so- 
called record, whatever that 
is. You make a pile of songs, 


15 songs, 20 songs, some¬ 
thing like that. Bigger than a 
breadbox! 

That was the relationship 
with Kim Deal. She only want¬ 
ed to commit to a couple of 
slices of bread and we wanted 
to commit to a whole loaf. 

We had all of this time 
booked [in the studio] and we 
had all of these songs written 
and demo-ed up and she was 
like, “I only wanna do these 
songs.” And we were like, 
“[long sigh].” We’ve all got 
lives. We’re all f—ing middle 
aged, and we don’t really 
want to just dick around on 
three songs and have that be 
our big thing for the next six 
months. 

We’re like, “Look, we’re 
here with the producer and 
we’re in the same studio 
where they recorded Bohem¬ 
ian Rhapsody, for chrissalces! 
Let’s f—ing make some music! 
I’ve got a hall pass from my 
wife for f— ing seven weeks! 
I’m going to use this pass up 
and by the end of the seven 
weeks they’re going to be 
pissed off at me because I’ve 
been like drinking wine and 
painting and occasionally 
making music on a farm in 
f—ing Wales, while they’ve 
been busting ass.” 

You know what I’m saying? 

That’s the kind of world 
that the boys in the band 
were living in. We’ve all got 
kids and s—. It’s like we’ve 
all got a pass to be here! Let’s 
f—ing use it! Because I’m not 
going to have this pass in a 
couple of months. In a couple 
of months I’m going to be in a 
whole other situation. 
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Pixies surprise again with

A man who 
deserves the 
hyphens 



Hollywood is full of hyphen¬ 
ates, the kind of people who 
introduce themselves as a 
model-actor-writer-waiter- 
personal-trainer-dog-wallcer. 

But there’s one Tinsel 
Town citizen who has ac¬ 
tually earned eveiy word in 
his hyphenated title. 

Tracy Letts is an actor- 
writer-producer-Pulitzer- 
Prize-winner who is going to 
have to get bigger business 
cards if he gets any more 
successful. 

You may not recognize 
the name unless you pay 
attention to the end credits 
of Homeland — he plays 
Senator Andrew Lockhart — 
or if you know who won the 
2013 Tony Award for best ac¬ 
tor in a play for Who’s Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf? 

He’s a multi-talent with a 
shelf of awards, some heavy¬ 
weight acting credits and a 
new movie screenplay on his 
resume. 

His latest project, the 
script for August: Osage 
County, puts words into 
the mouths of some of the 
biggest stars in Hollywood. 
The film brings together the 
Weston sisters, Barbara (Julia 
Roberts), Karen (Juliette 
Lewis) and Ivy (Julianne 
Nicholson) with their pill¬ 
popping mommy dearest 



Violet (Meryl Streep). 

As a writer, Letts says 
inspiration came from Ten¬ 
nessee Williams, William 
Faulkner and Jim Thompson, 
which might explain the 
dark vein that runs through 
his work. 

How twisted are his 
plays? “Eveiybody in Tracy’s 
stories gets naked or dead,” 
says his mom, author Billie 
Letts. 

Still, there is no denying 
that his screenplay for Killer 
Joe, the 2011 Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey thriller, is writ¬ 
ten with what Roger Ebert 
called, “merciless black 
humour.” The stoiy of a cor¬ 
rupt cop and a bad insurance 
claim earned critical praise 
even if the Women Film Crit¬ 
ics Circle cited the film for 
its presentation of what they 
called “the worst female and 
male images” of the year. 

Letts seems willing to 
take on any challenge to add 
to his hyphenated status. 
There’s just one thing you 
can’t ask him to do. “I don’t 
act in the stuff that I write,” 
he says. “I have no interest 
in doing that.”

Then I 
got the job and I felt great. I 
felt like I intrinsically knew 
who Ivy was. I was also doing 
a play at the time, a new Sam 
Sheppard (who has a role in 
the film) play, so I felt like I 
was in that world, in a way. 
But a week before, I started 
panicking. As soon as I ar¬ 


rived, though, eveiyone was 
really welcoming.” 

On doing a play on film: 

“I didn’t look at it as a play. I 
had seen the play and I had 
loved it. But enough time had 
passed that I didn’t remember 
any specifics. It wasn’t like I 
had to recreate anything. And 
it’s an amazing piece that’s 
perfectly written.” 

Doing a play on film by a TV 
director: 

“John (Wells)’ strength is with 
ensembles. He has a histoiy 
of doing that with ER and 
Shameless and The Company 
Men. He has a real knack for 


bringing the right people 
together to get the best out 
of them.” 

Shooting the big set piece, a 
19-page dinner scene, over 
four days: 

“(Wells) broke it up into 
three sections, six or seven 
pages for each part. We 
rehearsed the whole thing 
through at Meryl’s house. 

We all sat around the table 
and ate dinner while we 
rehearsed the lines and got 
the rhythm of it, discovered 
beats. When shooting it, it 
didn’t feel choppy. It felt like 
eveiyone knew their lines. 
We probably could have done 


it straight through eveiy 
time.” 

On it feeling like a play: 

“Early on it felt like the be¬ 
ginning days of a play, when 
you’re sitting around talking, 
before you put it on its feet. 
You’re sharing stories and 
exploring ideas and asking 
questions. It was also just be¬ 
ing together, getting to know 
each other, picking up each 
other’s mannerisms, creating 
a feel of histoiy so that when 
you start filming you already 
know each other, rather than 
showing up on the first day 
and acting like someone’s 
your sister.”

Wrapped Scallops 


Appetizer. What do 
you do if unexpected 
guests pop up at your 
door? Serve this super 
simple dish 


Bacon-wrapped scallops are 
one of the most luxurious 
appetizers you can serve, 
not to mention one of the 
easiest to prepare. 

Because there are only 
two main ingredients in 
this dish, you need to make 
sure you use the best quality 
— the biggest, freshest sea 
scallops you can find, and 
the most flavourful bacon. 
After that, they are so easy 
to grill that you hardly need 
a recipe. 

There are two types of 
scallops, but only one of 
them is appropriate for the 
grill. 

Tiny bay scallops are so 
sweet, you can eat them 
raw or just lightly sauteed. 
But they also are more ex¬ 
pensive and not suited for 
grilling. What you want are 
the larger, less expensive 
sea scallops. 

This all-protein finger 


food appetizer is perfect for 
entertaining. It’s simple to 
prep and quick to cook. You 
even could prepare them in 
advance. 

Pre-coolc the bacon to 
render some of the fat and 
make it soft and pliable for 
wrapping around the scal¬ 
lops. Then just refrigerate 
until your guests arrive and 
pop them on the grill when 
you want them. 

They pair well with 
a simple maple-mustard 
sauce that is delicious dol- 
loped on top of the scallops 
just before serving. 

1. Heat the oven to 400 
F. Set a wire rack over a 
rimmed baking sheet. Heat 
the grill to medium-high. 

2. In a small bowl, mix 
together the mustard and 
maple syrup. Set aside. 

3. Use paper towels to blot 
dry the scallops. Arrange 
them on a plate, then set 
aside.

The scallops take very little 
time to cook, so you can 
cook the bacon in the oven 
or microwave for a couple 
of minutes before you wrap 
it around the scallops.

Do not fully cook the bacon. 
Remove the bacon from the 
oven. If too hot to handle, 
let cool for several min¬ 
utes.

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Santa Fe takes on a snowstorm 



Review. A 300-plus 
kilometre night-time trek 
in treacherous weather 
reveals the Hyundai 
model’s winter prowess

Mother Nature was all crabby- 
pants during my recent De¬ 
cember test of the latest Hyun¬ 
dai Santa Fe, so she dumped 
about two feet of snow all over 
my hometown, then made the 
mercuiy plummet like Miley 
Cyrus’s artistic standards. 

Temperatures landed some 
where around 30 below, which 
is (delightfully) too cold for 
road salt to work. Prior to this, 
there was snow. Lots of snow. 
The second big, “all-night¬ 
long” dumping of the season. It 
left over a foot on the ground. 

Naturally, I did what I al¬ 
ways do when there’s an all¬ 
night-long dumping of snow 
up here in Sudbury, Ont. I 
grabbed some buddies, some 
large doubledoubles, and 
drove repeatedly around eveiy 
unplowed back road I could 
find. 

A few nights after this, I 
travelled 300 kilometres down 
Highway 69 after dark. That 
distance was spread evenly 
between extreme cold over 
frozen hard-packed ice-stripes 
and then slightly warmer 
temperatures accompanied 
by zero-visibility, blowing 
snow, and deep powder. A few 
noteworthy points about the 
wintertime driving experience 
of the tested 2013 Santa Fe 2.0T 
Limited AWD came to light in 
the process. 

Proper ESC Calibration

the Santa Fe allows enough of 
it. Wheelspin allows snow to 
be flung from the treads for 
better contact with the ground 
beneath the tires — so when 
you give Santa Fe the boots 
coming out of a parking lot 
and onto a busy street, it lets 
the wheels spin a little faster 
than they can grip to ensure 
you get moving quickly. In real 
life, this is more favorable than

arms, report your activities to 
the fim police, and leave you 
throttleless in front of traffic.

For some reason, 
the fight output diminishes 
notably when there’s even a 
small amount of snow or ice 
on the lenses — and there’s 
no washer system. 


ier for the transmission, and 
also makes it far more likely 
that you’ll get moving again 
after being stopped on an icy 
incline. After all, nothing’s 
more embarrassing than hold¬ 
ing up traffic while you spin all 
four tires and slide backwards 
like a sucker. The tester wore 
Hankook Winter I-Cept Evo 
tires in its 19-inch OEM size. I 
found them a nicely balanced 
all-round winter performance 
tire. They’re perhaps slightly 
more slippery during hard 


braking and acceleration than 
a Michefin X-Ice or Pirelli Sot- 
tozero, but they are remark¬ 
ably stable in a straight fine 
and while steering. 

AWD Done Right 

Santa Fe’s AWD system is 
clever and well set up for driv¬ 
ing in nasty winter weather. 
The AWD system uses inputs 
from numerous sensors to 
pre-engage 4-wheel power in 
many situations when accel¬ 
erating from a stop. Even with 
extremely fight throttle in deep 
snow, it’ll often power all four 
wheels from a stand still — 
preemptively increasing trac¬ 
tion instead of letting the front 
wheels slip before engaging the 
rear ones. Otherwise, when the 
system brings the rear wheels 
online for propulsion, they 
engage quickly-within about 
2 or 3 revolutions of the front 
wheels, and get a good share of 
engine power. This AWD sys¬ 
tem isn’t shy about calling the 
rear wheels into play, and when 
all four tires spin, power is split 
actively to maximize extraction 
of available traction. There’s 
even a ‘lock’ setting to preset 
the system into a 50/50 power 
split, though I never needed to 
use it. No issues with needless 
tire spinning or harshness dur¬ 
ing shifting power between the 
front and rear. In virtually any 
situation, this setup feels like 
it knows what it’s doing. 

Finally 

After arriving at my destina¬ 
tion, there was approximately 
147 pounds of salty brown 
filthy road-guclc frozen to the 
underside of the Santa Fe’s 
front doors. Thankfully, those 
front doors actually cover the 
structural rocker panel where 
this frozen mess typically ac¬ 
cumulates on most rides. Open 
the door, and the mess goes 
with it, revealing a clean-as- 
a-whistle surface to step over 
and keeping your pants clean.

Although it can’t carry 
on a conversation, your 
car communicates with 
you. Depending on how 
it’s equipped, this can be 
anything from a warning 
when your seat belt isn’t 
fastened, to chimes and 
lights if there’s a vehicle 
alongside when you’re try¬ 
ing to change lanes. 

But those warning signals 
aren’t randomly selected: 
“It requires significant test¬ 
ing and development,” says 
Birsen Donmez, an assistant 
professor of industrial en¬ 
gineering at the University 
of Toronto, who is working 
on a safety feedback pro¬ 
gram for Toyota. “Not every¬ 
one might react the same 
way to the same type of 
feedback, and the issue is to 
understand how to personal¬ 
ize these systems, because 
humans are so variable.” 

While Donmez isn’t de¬ 
signing the actual systems, 
she’s researching how driv¬ 
ers react to the feedback 


To note 


• Warnings aren’t the only 
issue. Researchers also look at 
incentives such as fuel econ¬ 
omy gauges, to be sure they 
aren’t too distracting. 

• With and without. In addi¬ 
tion to seeing how subjects 
react to feedback, researchers 
also look at how they drive 
when it's taken away after¬ 
wards, to see how effective 

it is. 

• Admissions. Test subjects 
are more likely to admit they 
do something, such as texting 
while driving, if they think 
other people are okay with 

it, but are less likely to admit 
anti-social behaviours such as 
impaired driving. 


they’re getting, and what 
types are most effective for 
the maximum number of 
drivers. The system must 
be effective enough to get 
the driver’s attention, but 
can’t be so distracting that 
it diverts all of the driver’s 
focus, and he or she ends 
up hitting the object that 
initially triggered the warn¬ 
ing. 

Factors that go into feed¬ 
back design include what 
sets off a warning, such as 
speeding or wandering out 
of the lane; when the warn¬ 
ing goes off; if it’s visual 


or makes a sound, or both; 
how long it’s on, and what 
information it provides to 
the driver. 

Researchers use a var¬ 
iety of methods for testing, 
including focus groups, 
questionnaires to assess 
the risks that drivers might 
take, and driving simulators. 
For some projects, the test 
subjects drive in real-world 
conditions. 

In one analysis, Donmez 
worked with Transport Can¬ 
ada to monitor a group of 
drivers and their reaction to 
vehicle feedback when they 
were speeding or follow¬ 
ing too close to the vehicle 
in front. Not only did this 
provide information on 
the feedback, but it also let 
the researchers determine 
which drivers reacted most 
strongly to it, which could 
allow engineers to design 
systems that deliver the 
greatest assistance. 

With so many individual 
drivers though, the system 
has to be geared toward 
providing benefit for a max¬ 
imum number of people. 
“We go for the average, 
rather than each individual 
driver, unless it poses a dan¬ 
ger for some drivers,” Don¬ 
mez says. 

“At the worst case, you 
don’t see a benefit (for every 
driver), but you don’t see a 
decline in performance. You 
don’t want to endanger any¬ 
one with the system.”

Billed as the world’s largest 
technology trade show, the 
Consumer Electronic Show 
(CES) in Las Vegas is eagerly an¬ 
ticipated by the geeky gadget 
crowd, and pointedly ignored 
by folks at the other end of the 
spectrum, who think the world 
went to crap around 1980, 
when computers and micro¬ 
chips first arrived in force and 
started taking over our souls. 

The automakers have be¬ 
come veiy interested of late in 
CES, and this year’s show hap¬ 
pening right now has a record 
nine automakers participating. 

Their presence seems not 


so much as an opportunity to 
show off their new tech stuff 
— which they do all the time 
at auto shows — but more as 
a way to integrate themselves 
into the Silicon Valley culture 
and leverage the exciting tech¬ 
nology coming forth from the 
consumer electronics industry. 

Automakers increasingly 
need to be in that faster-mov¬ 
ing milieu. Product cycles in 
the auto industry are five years 
or longer. The consumer elec¬ 
tronic industry works a bit 


faster, yes? 

And technology seems to 
be a more collaborative en¬ 
deavour than it’s ever been: 
witness the announcement 
at CES that Audi, GM, Google, 
Honda, Hyundai and NVIDA 
have joined together to form 
the Open Automotive Alliance 
(OAA) to bring the Android 
platform to cars. 

“The worlds of consumer 
and automotive technologies 
have never been more closely 
aligned, and this alliance will 


only pave the way for faster 
innovation,” said Ricky Hudi, 
head of electrics and electron¬ 
ics development at Audi AG. 

Audi is displaying its Sport 
Quattro concept car at CES. 
The hybrid sports coupe is 
brimming with technology, 
but I’m focused on its laser 
high-beam headlights. Yes, 
lasers. Apparently, the high 
beams have a range of 500 
metres — roughly twice the 
distance of regular high beams. 
Lasers are also veiy energy effi¬ 


cient. Their primaiy downsides 
are cost and an intolerance of 
heat. In the future those draw 
backs should be overcome, and 
experts predict they will peace¬ 
fully coexist with LED lights, 
which still have a lot of love to 
give. 

Hyundai announced its 
new Genesis sedan would be 
integrated with the amazing 
Google Glass. Drivers won’t 
be able to use the futuristic 
glasses while driving, but in¬ 
tegrated software will let driv¬ 


ers do all sorts of “pre-drive” 
functions with them, such as 
remote start, navigation and 
music settings. 

Ford’s major CES display is 
the Ford C-MAX Solar Energi 
Concept. Like all C-Max plug¬ 
in hybrids, this concept can be 
charged by its on-board char¬ 
ger running off the gasoline 
engine and by plugging it into 
the grid. The concept goes 
one step further, with a solar 
panel roof that provides the 
same electricity as a four-hour 
plug-in session, although it 
would need a full day’s worth 
of daylight to make it happen. 

Similar to a magnifying 
glass, the Concept’s “concen¬ 
trator” solar panel roof also 
has a patent-pending system 
that tracks the sun as it moves 
from east to west. 

The concept is a collab¬ 
orative project between Ford, 
SunPower Corp. and the Geor¬ 
gia Institute of Technology. 
The institute will begin to 
test the vehicle in real-world 
scenarios for its feasibility as a 
production car. Such a vehicle 
would be particularly awe¬ 
some in places where the elec¬ 
trical grid sucks or just doesn’t 
exist.

With an eye for flexibility, 
capability and style, the 
Ford Explorer Sport Trac 
hit its second generation 
for 2007 and was carried 
on until 2010. The dressed- 
up four-door pickup was 
geared towards lifestyle- 
oriented shoppers, and 
included four-wheel drive 
variants. Look for chrome 
accents, step-boards, navi¬ 
gation, a sunroof, leather 
seating, reverse park assist, 
a power rear window, Ford 
Sync and plenty more. A 
top-line ‘Adrenaline’ model 
adds more visual flare with 
a unique grille treatment, 
unique headlamps, 20-inch 
wheels and more. 


Common issues 


Transmission problems come 
up first and foremost when 
checking out reliability of this 
generation Sport Trac. Signs 
of trouble on your test-drive 
include slipping, hesita¬ 
tion or roughness from the 
gear shifts, especially when 
switching between reverse 
and drive. In most cases, the 
problems are computer-relat¬ 
ed, not mechanical in nature, 
and a Ford mechanic can help 
ensure that’s the case. The 
six-speed transmission and V8 
engine combination looks like 
the safest bet. The five-speed 
automatic and V6 engine com¬ 
bination isn’t recommended, 
due to additional problems 



reported frequently in the 
owner’s community. That’s 
right fellas: the V8 is your best 
bet, here. Drive slowly while 
turning and listen for any 
unwelcomed popping, click¬ 
ing or grinding sounds, which 
could indicate a problem 
with the rear differential or 
wheel bearings. Note that any 
sloppiness to the steering over 
bumps, possibly coupled with 
unwelcomed sounds, could 
indicate a problem with the 
front suspension too. Cycle 
through the four-wheel drive 
modes, ensuring all engage 
and disengage as outlined in 
the owner’s manual.

The verdict 


It’s the capability, flexibil¬ 
ity and utility of the Sport 
Trac that will likely work 
hardest to attract custom¬ 
ers to used models. The 
Sport Trac with the V8 
engine is likely the most 
reliable bet, but a mech¬ 
anical check-over focusing 
on the transmission and 
rear differential should 
be considered mandatoiy 
ahead of your purchase.
